By the decisive vote of 342 to 208, 


a clear majority of 134, the voters of 
J»ew Smyrna ratified-the commission- 
manager plan charter prepared and 
submitted by the charter, board in the 
special election held for that purpose 
last Tuesday. 


A total of 562 votes were cast in 


the election, 12 of these being thrown 
.out because of improper 
marking. 


The voting was done in the city coun- 
cil chamber and the election was in 
charge .of tie board of election com- 
missioners of the charter board, made 
up of H. C. Phillips, L. A. Robinson 
.-and K. L. Chiltou. 


Previous to the counting of the bal- 


lots there were few persons who would 
venture a prediction on the exact 
.outcome, although it was generally 
•conceded the charter would be rati- 
•fied. 
There* were few persons who 


thought the majority would be as de- 
cisive as it was. 


The result of the election shows 


conclusively that the people of New 
Smyrna want a change from the cum- 
bersome 12-men method of managing 
•city affairs to an up to date, efficient, 
business-like handling of the taxpay- 
ers', business. 


The adoption of the new charter
